Reply 30 Paise 

Post cards containing printed communication 

For a post card 25 Raise 

Explanation:—A post card shall bo deemed to contain a 
printed communication, if any matter (except the name and 
address of, and other particulars relating to, tho sender and the 
place and date of despatch) is recorded by printing or by cyclo¬ 
styling or by any other mechanical process, not being typewri¬ 
ting, on any part of the post card except tho right hand half of 
the address-side thereof. 

Book, pattern and sample packets 

For the first fifty grams or fraction thereof 30 Paise 

For every additional twenty-five grams or 
fraction thereof, In excess of fifty grams 15 Paise 

Book packets containing printed books 

For tho first one hundred grams or fraction 
thereof 15 Paise 

For every additional fifty grams or fraction 
thereof, in excess of one hundred grams 10 Paise 

Book packets containing periodicals 

For the first one hundred grams or fraction 
thereof 15 Paise 

For every additional fifty grams or fraction 
thereof, in excess of one hundred grams 20 Paise 

Blind literature packets 

Blind literature packets shall be exempt from 
pos*age. 

Registered Newspapers 

(a) in the case of a single copy of a regis¬ 
tered newspaper— 

For a weight not exceeding fifty grams 5 Paise 
For a weight exceeding fifty grams but 
not exceeding one hundred grams 15 Paise 
For every additional one hundred 
grams or fraction thereof, exceeding 
one hundred grams 10 Paise 
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(b) in the case of more than one copy of 
the same issue of a registered news¬ 
paper being carried in the same packet 
For a weight not exceeding one hund¬ 
red grains 15 Paige 

For every additional one hundred 
grams or fraction thereof, in excess 
of one hundred grams 10 Paise 

Provided that such packet shall 
not be delivered at any addressee's 
residence hat shall be given to a re¬ 
cognised agent at the Post Office.

3. In rule 59 of the gaid rules, in the second proviso, for the 
words “ton rupees", the words “twenty rupees” shall be subs¬ 
tituted. 

4. In rule 194 of the said rules,— 

(a) Under the heading ‘ Embossed Envelopes", against 
the entry relating to "For each (inland) Envelope” for 
the figures and word “35 paftc”, the figures and ward 
"50 paise" shall be substituted ; 

(b) nnder the heading “Registration Envelopes”, against 
the entry relating to “For each envelope” , for the 
words “Rupees three and ten paise plus ten paise sta¬ 
tionary charges”, the words “Rupees three and twenty- 
five paise plus fifty paise stationary charges”, shall be 
gubitituted.
